“Sacramento State's Intemet service is 
available to all faculty and students who 
apply for it,” Hogan said 

Sacramento State has four mainframe 
computers to hook up to. Through these 
mainframes, students can use e-mail 
through Sacramento State and tap into the 
world of information lines 

According to Hogan the thing required 
is for students to get a faculty member as a 


sponsor to qualify for an e-mail account 
available through Computer Services on 
campus. With these accounts, students can 


also access Intemet information services 
without having to pay for an Intemet ac 
coum through an independent company 
like America OnLine 
How many people know that the 

Library's computer card index is linked to 
the phone lines’? People can cal! from home 
and look up all the tides of interest then go 
to the Library anu look for them instead of 
first waiting fora computer. How to register 
on CASPER and the important dates of the 
semester are also available 

Through e-mail, and specifically Intemet, 
one can access the Reserve Book Room. In 
fact, any school with a computer system on- 
line can be accessed 

If anyone wants to know if UC Davis has a 
parucular book that Sacramento State doesn't 
have, it can be done with no long distance 
charges over a computer and save the time of 
dnving there 

However, there is an entertainment as 
pect to e-mail that can't be overlooked. The 
entenainment is available through the use 


of mulu-user games. This is a\) pe of game 
that many people play simultaneously and 
the environment that they are in change 
with respect to what all of the other indi 
viduals do 

One acuity is called a Moo. Moo is a 
multi-user game that connects people to 
gether for chatting and discussion. To con 
nect with this Intemetis needed. Moo is like 
“Dungeons and Dragons,” but not as gory 
It is a way to meet people. Tons of other 
people are on it, and itis like moving around 
a house, talking with every one

As student tees have increased in recent 
years with state budget revenues hit hard by a

An Assembly bill sponsored by Betty 
Kametic, D-Long Beach, may finally adjust that 
relationship.
